NOTIFICATION 
Delhi , the 8th Octobe'r 19G4 

No. F.2(7)/64-F&CS. —Whereas in the opinion of the Administrator of 
the Union Territory of Delhi it is necessary and expedient so to do for 
maintenance of supplies and services essential to the life of the com¬ 
munity : 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by rule 125 of the 
Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Chief Cdmmissioner, Delhi hereby 
makes the following order, namely: — 

1. Short title, extent pc commencement. — (1) This order may be called 
the Delhi Cement Products (Movement Control) Order, 1964. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of Delhi. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. —In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) “export” means to take or cause to be taken from any place 

within the Union Territory of Delhi to any place outside that 

Territory; 

(b) “cement products” means cement tiles and includes any other 

article in the manufacture of which cement is used; 

(c) “Director” means the Director of Food and Civil Supplies, 

Delhi. 

3. Restriction on the movement of cement products. —No person shall 

export, or offer or accept for export, whether by road, rail or water, any 
cement product except under and in accordance with a permit issued in 
this behalf by the Director or any other officer authorised by him in this 
behalf. Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to the export 
of any cement product— ^ 

(i) on Government account; or 

(ii) under and in accordance with Military Credit Notes. 

4. Powers of entry, search, seizure etc. —The Director or any officer 
authorized by him in writing in this behalf may with a view to securing 
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compliance With 10is Ordgr, or to satisfy himself that this order has Ken 
complied with-* 

(a) stop and search or authorise any person to stop and search any 

person, boat, motor, or any'vehicle or receptacle used or 
capable of being used for the transport of any cement 
product; 

(b) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search 

any place; 

(c) seize or authorise the seizure of any cement product in respect 

of which he suspects that any provision of this Order has 
been or is being, or is about to be contravened, along with 
the packages, coverings, or receptacles in which such cement 
product is found or the animals, vehicles, vessels, boats or 
other conveyances used in carrying such cement product and 
thereafter take or authorise the taking of all measures neces¬ 
sary for securing the production of the packages, coverings, 
receptacles, animals, vehicles, vessels, boats or other convey¬ 
ances so used in a court and for their safe custody pending 
such production.
